Jackson, Miss, Sept. 16.—All the 


fears of tht people of Jackson in re- 
gard to the sickness prevaileut at Ed- 
wards have be<rc realized. Dr. Guiur- 
as the government/ expert has con- 
firmed seven cases of yellow fever, and 
says threre are macy suspects. 


First thec ases were reported as ma- 


laria fever, then after a time they be- 
came dengue fever. Another wait and 
they were pronounced suspicious and 
finally declared to be genuine yellow 
wnDO gamo;-wofa rKKasa Lxoieas, 
fever. During all this time tbe disease 
has been spreading rapidly at tbe rate 
of five or six new cases daily until 
there are now 40 cases in existence at 
Edwards. 


The evolution of the disease from 


malarial to yellow fever was such that 
tbe people now regard dengue as sim- 
p'y a more convient term than yellow 
fever. 


Dr. Guiteras arrived at Edwards on a 


special train at 4 a. m. and proceeded 
mt once to work A telegram addressed 
to Dr Guiteras asking for information 
on the situation at Edwards ehcitea 
the reply that he had no statement for 
publication. 


Name* of Patient*. 


Dr. Purnell, who has been at Ed- 


ward* for several days, wired the state 
board of health as follows: "Dr. Guit- 
«ra» arrived early. W« have visited a 
number of cases and the following are 
pronounced yellow fever. W. A. Mont- 
gomery. Pat Montgomery, Mrs. Anna 
Henry, T. H. W Barrett, E. F. Suttle, 
Miss Mamie Austin (three miles out ia 
the country) Mrs. Champion (at Cham- 
pion Hill) 


At 10 a m. the following report was 


made by Dr. Guiteras to Dr. Wyman at 
Washington: "The diagnosis of yellow 
fever made m six cases by Dr. Purnell 
is confirmed. He has two other «U«P« 
that 1 have not yet seen. There are 
many children sick with what is prob- 
ably a mild type of the disease. The 
cases are not confined to one locality 
but are ail traceable u> ihe Aniieison 
case, which came from Ocean Springs. 
The medium of distribution appears 
to have been the Champion case. Mr. 
Champion, who died, was a prominent 
man and many people congregated in 
the house during the illness. Dr. Pur- 
nell is immune aad I rec.ommend him 
as competent to take charge of the sit- 
uation if necessary. I shall leave for 
Mobile unless otherwise directed. 


Cordon of Gtutrdl. 


The state board has instructed Dr. 


Purnell to place a cordon of guards 
around Edwards. Report says that the 


si'is" has also appeared at Clinton 


and Smiths, towns near Edwardb. The 
state board has ordered the discontinu- 
ance of trains on the Woodvllle, Miss., 
branch of the Yazoo and Mississippi 
Valley road

"No trains will be allowed to stop at

Infected communities, whose destinatio 
infected communities, whose destina- 
tion is beyond the state of Mississippi 
will be allowed to bourd trains at all 
points not infected with yellow fever. 
Tram crews running to or from places 
that are not infected by yellow fever 
will be allowed to get off at the termi- 
nals."

The fire alarm will tap three times 


at 9 o'clock, and all persons found up- 
on the streets after that time will be 
held to a strict account. If there are 
any persons here who are depending 
on being fed on free rations, we want 
to say them frankly that there wiil be 
none issued. The farmers are clam- 
oring for laborers, and we are deter- 
mined no loafers or idlers shall remain 
in the city. To this class we especial- 
ly say. you had better go at once.

Startling Testimony of Profes- 


sor G. A. Dorsey. 


HARD BLOW TO THE DEFENSE

Chicago, Sept. 16.—The proi>eention 


In the Luetgert trial is nearlng its end, 
ADd the announcement was made that 
it wouid jirobaliiv h-iie all of its wit- 
nesses on the stand by Saturday noon. 


The evidence given weighed heaviiy 


against Luetgert, and no more dam- 
aging testimony has been given agaiast 
him than from Professor Gexirge A. 
Dorsey of the Feield Columbian mu- 
seum, who was on the stand during the 
afternoon. 


One of the bones found in tbe sau- 


sage factory was sbo<vn him, and in 
the most positive manner and without 
a perticele of hesitation he pronounced 
It to be the upper portion of the left 
thighbone of a woman. He said that 
tbe formation of the upper end of the 
bone proved without question that it 
was the femur of a woman. The bone 
had the appearance of having been 
burned, and Assistant State's Attor- 
ney McEwen put the question to the 
witness: "Could a solution of caustic 
potash have produced the burnt effect 
you have pointed out on the bone?" 


The reply of the witness was em- 


phatic and immediate, "In my judg- 
ment it could." 


The evidence was a hard blow to the 


defense, and Luetgert scowled MacU 
at th<» witness. Professor Dorsey also 
identified a bone shown him as the left 
temporal bone of a woman. Professor 
Norval H. Pierce identified the bones 
in a manner similar to that of Profess- 
or Dorsey. The cross-examination of 
both witnesses was postponed.

pioneer, whose residence in in Detroit, 
arrived in Chicago the other day direct- 
ly from Dawson City, in which vicinity 
be had been for three years, with the 
exception of two winters he spent at 
bis home. Mr. Metcalf is an intelligent 
business man and has made a careful 
study of the goldfielda. In speaking of 
fain sojourn in the rich Alaskan country 
Mr. Metcalf said: 


' 'I first went to Alaska in the spring 


of 1894 and remained until the fall of 
1895, when I sought the pleasures of 
civilization. I returned the next spring, 
however, and remained daring the open 
season and did the same this year. I 
am not a miner, though I am to some 
extent interested in mines. My busi- 
ness has been trading with the Klondike 
Indians. I went with my goods over the 
Chilkat pass. 
It was bard to reach 


there. I lived in Circle City until last 
fall, when the great discoveries of tho 
precious metal gave birth to Dawson 
City. We traded mostly in fox, beaver, 
land otter, lynx and marten, with a few 
moose and caribou, 


'The Indians are not very friendly to 


the lately arrived -white men unless 
the latter form a superior force, when 
they are very polite. The Klondike In 
dians number about 300 families and 
are, as a rule, rather intelligent, though 
unsafe whenever they greatly outnum- 
ber the whites. Some have been taught 
by a devoted missionary and are im- 
proved by it 
They are able to read a 


little, and some have even grasped the 
rudiments of arithmetic. Nearly all 
can count up to 20, and beyond that 
they say 'great many* or 'big number.' 


"All along the Yukon there are other 


tribes of Indians, and they are general- 
ly masters of the situation, though not 
cruel or bloodthirsty, as were the ab- 
origines. 
When treated fairly long 


enongh, they become good friends and 
even devoted. I bad one such in the 
person of old Chief I Sac, who showed 
his good will by giving me a knife of 
his own manufacture, which I prize 
highly. 


"The discovery of gold is not at all 


recent. It has been taken all along the 
Yukon in rather small but annually in- 
creasing quantities for the last 20 years, 
and as its presence has become known 
more and more people have sought the 
region. In the spring of 1894 about 600 
men arrived there, and the next year 
saw 800. 


"Last year fully 1,200 arrived, while 


np to the time I left and before the 
great excitement 1,600 to 1,800 new- 
comers appeared. Men of every station 
in life have gone theie to better their 
fortunes. Clerks, mechanics, profession- 
al men and farmers all went. So far 
•we have not been afflicted with 'toughs 
to any extent 
Men have had their 


pride fearfully wounded. They went 
there expecting to pick up gold in tho 
streets, bnt instead have had to go to 
work by the day for thmr more fortu 
nate brethren, digging foundations, 
working iu the creek or at anything 
else at which employment could be had. 
They have been taught rutber severe 
lessons, though it has been goo! for 
them in the main. 


"Wheu a nun gets there-with enough 


to live for a year, he can make enough 
money with unskilled hands. There aro 
times when a good mechanic can get 
$35 a day. There are no lodging houses 
in Dawson City, all of the 4,000 inhab- 
itants living in tents. The great rush is 
to get ready to endure the winter. 
House logs cost $5 each, common lum- 
ber in slabs $140 per 1,000 feet, wood 
|10 a cord, nails 25 cents a pound and 
all else in proportion. The people in 
Dawsou City before the present rush 
was heard of had a serious condition of 
affairs before them, and many will suf- 
fer hardship during the coming winter. 


"Single meals at the restaurants cost 


f 1.50, and then a man has to put up 
with beans and bacon principally and 
very few dishes and little semblance of 
luxury. This is when provisions are to 
be had, but when they become scarce 
the eating bouses are closed. The first 
run of salmon in the spring sell for f« 
a pound and never go below 85 and 40 
cents a pound. Moose meat always com- 
mands f 1 a pound and is scarce at that. 
This summer flour was f 6 a sack. Last 
winter it was |65, I believe if au en- 
terprising man should start a email 
drove of cattle early enough iu the sea- 
son over tho Chilkat pass, over Dalton 
trail, by Hainos Mission, 20 miles be- 
low Dyea, thiy cor.ld bo driven 400 
miles across country where they wonM 
fiod plenty of pasture and other growth 
to sustain them, and, when there, would 
be valuable for beef. 


"So fur all the mining has been 


placer. The gold has been found along 
tho beds of streams in nuggets which 
are washed ont I consider quartz min- 
ing rather donbtfnl, as tha whole conn- 
try is covered with moss 12 to 24 inches 
thick, and prospecting for quartz ledges 
would be extremely difficult 
As it i* 


the work is slow enough, for in nearly 
all cases the ground has to bo thawed 
by fire. As a rule tho sun has no effect, 
bnt artificial heat has to do all the 
work, and I have seen ground worked 
that way 38 feet down to bedrock, 
through earth that nevor thawa Occa- 
sionally u man is fortunate ciiongh to 
have a claim whoro the bedrock is only 
three or four feet from the surface.

Mew PTOOCM by Which the Skin In Sof- 


tened ana Whitened. 


Mr. Edison and Professor Thompson 


have recently discovered that the X 
rays are a positive baantifier. Experi- 
ments recently made show that after 
the skin has been exposed to the rays 
for a certain length of time it becomes 
red and then fades. In about nine days 
it becomes irritated, shrivels up and 
finally the outer cuticle peels off. 
Dur- 


ing the slow healing' process which fol- 
lows a white, pure skin grows in its 
plaoo. An exposure of 12 minutes will 
produce this effect 


If a magnet bo placed back of the 


hand or arm, the action of the rays will 
be strengthtmcxi. Ouo of the theories 
concerning tho X ray bums is that the 
mischief is caused by the ozone always 
to bo found near tho tubes. Some claim 
that electricity has a disintegrating ef- 
fect A tube may be considered a min- 


uit' battery. When the X ray strikes 


tho skin, little ray projectiles strike the 
fl<*sh liko little hammers. A few min- 
utes of this bonjbanlmeiit serves to de- 
stroy tho outer cnticla It is the most 
refined way of burning. —Chicago Inter 
Ocean.

Fanner Send* It In Carload

of butter every week to the markets of 
Europe. Since May 2fi he has sent 15 
carloads from Clay county to Liverpool, 
and every pound has boon sold at a fair 
margin. 


A car of Mr. Hanna's butter averages 


about $3,400. His butter is first placed 
iu cold storage. whiTO it is frozen solid, 
thc.li it goes into ammonia piped re- 
friKvxator cars to Chicago, from which 
jxiiut it is carried by lioat to Liverpool 
The freight rate on Kansas butter to 
Liverpool is only u few cents more per 
hundred than tho rato to New York 
city. It is this exceedingly low freight 
rate which enables the Kansas butter 
producer to mako a profitable sale in 
the 
markets 
of

The front of the boos* lies parallel with 
the principal street of the old Boman 
city.

The greatest natural wonder in Java, 


if not in tbe entire world, is tbe justly 
celebrated Gbeko Kamdha Gumko, or 
"home of the hot devils," known to' 
tbe world as the Island of Firo. This 
geological eccentricity is really a lake 
of boiling mud, situated at about tbe 
center of the plains of Grobogunn, and 
is called an island becausu of the great 
emerald sea of vegetation which sur- 
rounds it and gives it that appearance. 


The "island" is about two miles in 


tircnniference and is situated at a dis- 
tance of almost exactly SO miles from 
Solo. Near the center of this geological 
freak immense columns of goft, hot mud 
may bo seen continually rising and fall- 
ing like great timbers thrust through 
tho boiling substratum by giant bauds 
and then quickly withdrawn. 


Besides the phenomenon of the boil- 


ing mud columns there aro scores of gi- 
gantic babbles of hot slime that fill tip 
like hcge balloons and keep tip a scries 
of constant explosions, the intensity of 
tlw detonations varying with the size of 
the bubble. In tiiiu-s past, so the Java- 
nese authorities sar, there wan a tall 
spirrlike column of baked mud en the 
west edge of the Ink*, which constantly 
brlch«d » pure stioam of cold water, 
but this has long been obliterated, and 
everything ie uow a seething mass of 
hobbling mud and slime, a marvel to 
the visitor* who come from long dis- 
tance* to KOO it.

An intense feeling, which is not mere 


excitement, prevails among the people 
of tbe west One of those earnest meet- 
ing* at which deep feeling seems to 
throb on tbe very air, though no noisy 
demonstrations are made, was held in 
this city last week, it was addressed by 
one of the leaders of the new social 
movement, who is one of nature's own 
orators, and one would have bad to be 
made of iron who could have kept him- 
self aloof from the spirit of sympathy. 
devotion and determination which in- 
wrapped tbe whole audience. 


That old Declaration of Independence 


was signed is such a spirit There were 
many then who loved their mother 
country, many who revered as sacred 
tbe customs, traditions and institutions 
of that de-^r parent land left behind so 
short a time before. They roust have 
felt that their bold declaration was 
something of a sacrilege. Even in their 
exultant stand for freedom there must 
have been an undercurrent of regretful, 
•elf reproachful sentiment like that of 
a child for tbe first time defying its 
parent, but that strong sense of justice 
and of independence born of their free. 
hardy lives and of their great successes 
in a new world rose above these linger- 
ing tinges of an old allegiance. They 
did not hesitate when the right time 
came. Then they dared promulgate 
such words as these: "That to secure 
these rights governments are instituted 
among men, deriving their just powers 
from tbe consent of tbe governed, thai 
whenever any form of government be- 
comes destructive of these ends it is the 
right of tbe people to alter or abolish 
it * • * But when a long train of 
abuses and usurpations, pursuing inva- 
riably tbe same object, evinces a design 
to reduce them to absolute despotism, 
it is their right, it is their duty, to throw- 
off such government- " 


Today the people of America are is- 


suing a declaration very similar: "To 
tbe end that • * » public peace, the lib- 
erty of the masses, tbe uis*i (rations of 
free government be preserved aud the 
courts stopped from their outrageous 
perversion of constitutional rights, we 
appeal to that higher and more patriot- 
ic court, the great plain people. " 


They love their country with a deep, 


unquestioning fervency • — "love not 
wisely, but too well" perhaps. The 
sweet glimmer of its past glories dims 
their vision against possible coming 
dangers. Its greatness, .ts power, its 
wonderful attainments hive endeared 
it to all, and the hearts of guoJ citizens 
swell with pride in reflecting upon 
these attributes. We hesitate to ques- 
tion a single act of our official leaders. 
How dare we set ourselves up in oppo- 
sition to a power that has "made us tbe 
freest people ou the face of the globe?" 
We have bad love of country, right or 
wrong, so inculcated into every fiber of 
our beings that we revere even tbe 
chains we wear. I doubt if the founders 
of our government ever dreamed that 
we should oome to feel a reverence so 
£esp for a thing that Jefferson believed 
ought, for the good of the people, to be 
changed every 26 years. 


But reverence does not forever over- 


ride tbe innate sense of justice in hu- 
man beings. Our leaders have counted 
a little too far on this patient, loyal for- 
bearance. Clothed in the majesty of 
their officialism, they are slowly, per- 
sistently stealing away our liberties, 
using as instruments tbe very pillars 
upon which they are supposed to rest. 
Under the laws that have been made 
idle men have possessed themselves of 
enormous accumulations of labor's prod- 
ucts. These men are able to dictate 
further laws for their benefit They 
make the interests of lawmakers iden- 
tical with their own Aud huiigr; 
toilers drudge painfully for tbe pittance 
that will not sustain their natural 
strength; women, haggard and wan, 
are weighted down with want and care, 
aud little children ate no longer blos- 
soms of joy, hopeful promises of a fu- 
ture great people, but dwarfed, pitiful 
little mites, old in suffering before 
they have barely lived. People are 
homeless after building hundreds of 
homes. They tramp and beg after hav- 
ing produced food for multitudes. Ac- 
cording to law they are impriHoued, 
chained and worked on the public high- 
ways like tbe moat, abject of slave*. 
Legally they, owners of the earth auj 
tbe most that it contains, tram ftoJdifiv 
and cannon on tfafir oXensfilens wotk- 
tagioenif theyriuro protest against cou 
dittons of starvation, aud legally thi-ir 
fnend* and iidvoratfin are oujoiued froui 
moving, th&kmg, acting, «p«aking m 
any way thnt may aid th«m.

UNION LABOR'S SERVICE. 


t A«* A* » Cheek to Prevent 


Awful as the conditions were at the 


time of tbe panic of 1898 and still are 
as a result of that panic there can be 
no doubt that bad tbe workers not been 
*o well organized as they were there 
would bave been no limit to tbe depth 
to which wagea would have fallen. As 
a result tbe consuming power of tbe 
workers would bave been so much fur- 
ther reduced as to render the economic 
and industrial depression still more 
acute aud the demoralization and mis- 
ery of the workers so much more mark- 
ed that by comparison their present con- 
ditions would represent a veritable par- 
adise. In a word, tbe unions of labor 
during tin. past four yeara have stood 
as a rock to check a wholesale reduction 
in wages, with all its concomitant mis- 
ery. Further, tbe labor movement has 
served to shorten the duration of pan- 
ics themselves as well as to enable tbe 
workers to maintain tbe consciousness 
of power and tbe hope that full justice 
will be secured to them in tbe not dis- 
tant future. Finally the movement has 
been the one great preventive of much 
more serious conflicts, if not of a revo- 
lution. 


Tbe miners' strike affords a study for 


us all. In the coal industry, as in most 
others, "machinery is introduced faster 
than new employments are founded." 
Before tbe panic of 1893 tbe miners 
were comparatively poorly organized. 
Reduction after reduction was the order 
of the day. Machine mining bad been 
freely introduced, without tbe slightest 
attention being paid to tbe new condi- 
tions under which tbe miners were re- 
quired to work. Of course no observer 
—certainly no intelligent union mem- 
ber—entertains the thought of opposing 
tbe introduction and full development 
of machinery, but union labor insists 
that if, through the genius of man, the 
production of tbe necessaries and even 
the luxuries of life be made easier tbe 
producers of these—the workers—if 
they do not become the beneficiaries,' 
shall certainly not be made to suffer 
thereby. Onion labor insists 'further 
that if new machinery ba introduced 
the worker shall enjoy at least part of 
the fruits. It also insists that tbe bur- 
dens of the worker be lightened by a 
reduction in his daily hours of labor 
and tbat be receive as a reward for bis 
labor a living wage—a wage which, in 
the dawn of a higher manhood and a 
nobler civilization, will afford him an 
opportunity to keep pace with the ever 
increasing responsibilities devolving 
upon him as a husband, a father, a man 
and a citizen. 


As above stated, tbe condition of th« 


miners' organization in 1893 was such 
that tbe men were unable to insist upon 
a fair consideration of their interests. 
Tbe old abuses of the "company stores," 
where the workmen were compelled to 
deal, were reintrodnced and exteuded, 
thus compelling them to pay, m most 
instances, an excess of 25 to 60 per cent 
for every necessary of life. The hovels 
in which they dwelt, the well from 
which they drank, the church at whose 
altar they kaelt, were all owned or con- 
trolled by the companies; the workers 
were truly tueir bondmen and their 
slaves. 


There is a limit of poverty and misery 


among the workers in civilized society, 
and, rather than sink below it, they 
prefer to incur tbe dangers of open re- 
volt. Though they deplore the disturb- 
ance it occasions, it is tbe courage, 
hardihood and temporary self sacrifice 
which this course involves that often 
prevent a relapse of society into bar- 
barism and tbe people from being thrust 
into actual slavery. It was this state of 
feeling that provoked the miners' strike 
of this year.—Samuel Gompera in Fo- 
rum For September. 


Ma»>cbiuetU Radical*. 


The Radical Reform league of Massa- 


chusetts is being formed in Springfield, 
with tbe purpose of starting branches 
and distributing literature over tbe 
state. The sum of $150 has already 
been subscribed for tbat end, and litera 
ture pertaining to the public ownership 
of monopolies is being purchased. It is 
expected tbat the Nationalist bureau of 
Philadelphia will famish some of the 
literature. Bev. Perry Sfarshall's"Evo- 
lution In Government" will be used, 
and the initiative and referendum will 
be given attention. Mr. H. C. IVCH is 
one of the promoters of tbe new league. 


A woman tract distributor is doing 


good work at the Nationalist meetings 
on BcHton common Snuduy afternoons. 
Sbe studies the crowds as they come 
and go, giving literature of all kinds 
such n» fieetnp adapted to tho nceita of 
each.

A stormy life it was that i-ud.tl thu 


other day wiu-a old Jim Buruett w»» 
killed in TmuiMtaoo by William Greeaa 
— a life fall of trptJicnetsaf the border 
kind that would btipply uuiterul fur 20 
of thfc mo£t thrilliu^ (*f the yellow back- 
ed novels. 


The end was in keeping with the life. 


Boruett, a justice of the peace iu Pearoe 
camp, had left hu work in order to go 
down on the San Pedro river. 50 mile* 
away, and blow oat with giant powder 
the irrigating o*mtl dam of his enemy, 
Greene. Below at the time, probably 
unknown to Burnett, were, two young 
girls, one a daughter of Greene, aged 
18, and her friend from Bisbea They 
were caught in the flood that followed 
the explosion and were drowned. Tba 
father learned of tbe presence of his foe, 
saddled his horse, rode over to Tomb- 
stone, found Burnett on the main street 
and shot him down. The town stood be- 
hind Greene in his deed. He has been 
admitted to light hail and will be ac- 
quitted if ever brought to trial 


Since Burnett's death many are the 


tales being raked np about him. His 
was a singular personality. Strong will- 
ed and violent in temper, he especially 
shone in a frontier camp. It was there- 
fore quite appropriate that he should 
have been elected justice of the peace in 
1831 at Charleston, on the San Pedro, 
where the rich ores of Tombstone were 
at that time milled. 


Charleston was then a howling camp, 


full of freighters, miners and the wool- 
iest of cowboys. The whisky sold 
wasn't of the mildest brand, and conse- 
quently tribulation sate within the 
community, and the justice's court was 
always open. Burnett did a rushing 
business. At the end of three months 
he duly reported, as by law required, 
to the county supervisors, sending in 
his bill for the amount due him from 
the county. Tbe county fathers cut the 
bill down one-half. Burnett swore vig- 
orously when he got the returns, but 
held no further communications with 
the county seat. Another three months 
elapsing, the county treasurer wrote 
Bnrneit iu furnish his quarterly state- 
ment The reply came promptly. It 
was: "The blazes with you 1 This court 
after this will be self sustaining. " 


And so it was, in great shape. Every 


time a cowboy would get exhilarated 
and shoot up the town the judge woold 
fine him several hundred dollars and 
•would pocket what remained after pay- 
ing his constables for the arrobt. 


One day old ">«" Schwartz got ex- 


cited and killed a man. After the jus- 
tice, as ex officio coroner, had finished 
tbe inquest he had Schwartz haled be- 
fore the bar, found him guilty of the 
crime and fined hi=> 1 1,000. Schwartz 
wanted to appeal the case, but Burnett 
would issue no papers on appeal. So the 
defendant sent up to Tombstone for At 
toraey Mark Smith, now delegate to 
congress from Arizona. Smith came 
down at once and beard Schwartz's tale 
of woe. It was a clear case of murder. 


"Pay the money, you ass," the law- 


yer fairly shouted, "and then gobnry 
yourself somewhere down in Mexico!" 


Schwartz paid and skipped, and the 


case was never again heard of in court 


But the county never received any of 


that coin. Those who figured on the 
proposition said that Burnett came out 
$32, 000 ahead on his office in two years. 
— Philadelphia Times.

HIDES BREED DISEASE. 


The S««retaiT of Agriculture Will IDVM- 


tifate tbe Matter. 


Secretary Wilson of the department 


of agriculture has had submitted to him 
a communication from the secretary of 
tbe treasury relating to a recent out- 
break of anthrax in Pennsylvania. This 
outbreak was attributed to the pollution 
of a stream into which flowed the 
refuse of a tannery in which infected 
hides, imported from Asia, were tanned. 
Several persons died after drinking 
water from this stream, aud. anthrax 
was given as the cause of deaA. 


Of coarse tbe exclusion <df infected 


foreign hides is a subject WTt|jf which 
tbe treasury department alemt has to 
deal, bnt the regulations for the disin- 
fection of such hides before shipment 
to the United States were formulated 
in the first instance by the chief of the 
bureau of animal industry aud recom- 
mended by the secretary of agriculture 
and adopted by the treasury depart- 
ment The currying out of these regu- 
lations is one of the duties of consular 
officers of the, United States in foreign 
countries from which hides of neat cat- 
tie are exported to the United States.— 
Sew ..York Tribune.

Among tin-he public benefac- 
tors uoito is more nrgeut than Kath-r- 
ine Sleeper, who writes to Tbe National 
Magazine as follows: • 


"Isn't this a uice condition of things? 


Just ponder a moment, and this is on 
tbe word of a gentleman who is there 
now: 
The steamers bring us every- 


thing we Uv-cd t-swpt provisions. 
Tbe 


Alaska papers tell of loads of wash- 
boards. paper pails, clothespins aiid 
130 tons of spoiled bacon brought to 
Circle City. Think of that, ye wonld 
be Ynkoncr, aud tremble. Last winter 
all at Circle City were put on an allow- 
ance of food. Oi »>..!con 100 pounds is 
what is needed for cue luau for the long 
winter, and all they got was jnst 40 
pounds apiece. That bacon, by the way, 
as nearly as wo can learn, was spoiled 
too. There was no good bacon there last 
winter. 


"It is not possible to impress suffi- 


ciently upon the ingoing man the need 
of a bountiful supply of food. He must 
take enough to last Tbe first supplies 
that arrive in the spring aro near tbe 
middle or last of Jane at the Klondike. 
Where do they come from? Last year 
they left San Francisco and went to tbe 
month of the Ynkon. There they were 
landed at St Michael's and loaded on to 
flat bottomed river steamboats, and they 
started up until they were frozen in 
for the winter. After the river broke 
they got through to Klondike. At that 
time flonr was so scarce that it was sell- 
ing for $240 a barrel and everything 
else in tbe same proportion. A man 
most have food, and the one who could 
pay the most got it. Wo hear of caribou 
and bears killed occasionally, bnt yon 
can't dig gold at the time yon are hunt- 
ing, and there seems to be very little 
food of that kind produced there. Food, 
food. Take enough. Take more food 
than yon can eat in twice as long a 
time as yon mean to stay and bold on 
to it after yon get there. That is the 
main point 


"When a few hundred or thousand 


men have found that food which will 
support life in one man for seven 
months in an arctic winter will not 
keep four or five from starvation, and 
those few hundred or thousand have 
been put away under the ice and snow, 
tbe world will have a lesson which will 
probably be a benefit to tbe wise here- 
after. The demise of a few hundred, or 
thousand, fools will be no loss to hu- 
manity. The companies doing business 
here will make promises of plenty for 
the coming wiuter, bnt there voa't be 
morp than enough for those now in the 
country. We have had these promises 
every year p.nd have never had enough. 
A miner's wages have always been f 10 
a day, but ha must find his own food 
and tools. Remember that a man can't 
oat gold dust, and if it von't buy eat- 
ables it won't do any one much good iu 
this region. " 


High Kate* of Interest In Germany. 
A serious complaint has been mude 


by tho farmers of Germany concerning 
the rates of interest they are compelled 
to pay upon borrowed money, and there 
is at present a movement for the pas- 
sage of a law limiting the banks and 
money loaners in the rates imposed for 
agricultural credits. The conditions 
here in this respect, aa in many others, 
do not prevail in the United States. 
According to the German plan, the old- 
est son usually inherit* tho farm when 
the father dies, but he is compelled to 
pay the other heirs their share of the 
estate in cash, which usually must be 
borrowed from the banks at 5 or 6 per 
cent interest, which is a heavy and an 
interminable burden. The younger sons 
emigrate to America or go to a univer- 
sity or enter the army, where they are 
compelled to spend a large portion of 
their patrimony for living expenses.— 
Chicago Record.

The latest reporta from the Bound 


head wildcat are that tbe well la 
sprayiag the ambre fluid and that, 
contrary to the fean that arose Im- 
mediately after the well was shot, 
the venture still has broad chances 
for becoming a pay ing one. When the 
well was shot it became bridged with 
stone 
and earth, and after the 


disappearance of the spray thrown by 
the shoti there was no signs of any- 
thing more cheering than a dry 
hole. Even after the tools were low- 
ered and the obstruction was removed 
from the bole, oil made its appear- 
ance very slowly and seemed to be 
there only ic a very limited quantity. 
Later, however, the gas began to flow 
again with considerable foree and 
then a spray of oil began to appear 
with the gas. 


D. A. Kmmett, who is one of the 


price ipal ownen of the well, left for 
the scene this morning, accompanied 
by a S. end Amos Keller. The 
ownen claim that tbe oil is not 
of the grade thatisproduced in other 
Ohio fields, bat that it is free from 
sulphur and la a good grade of lubri- 
cating oil. 
Their engineer has been 


using the production for lubricating 
purposes on his engine, claiming n as 
ant-class. Mostexperieneed operators 
are of the opinion that the oil is of 
the black, heavy kind that is of but 
Ittle or no worth, and that the an- 
iloipated new field will be a failure. 
They, however, have not seen the oil 
and it is to be hoped that the claims 
of the ownen themselves are not 
baaed merely upon vain hopes. 


Hundreds of people were on the 


grounds when the well was shot, the 
village of Boundhead being almost 
entirely depopulated. A barbecue 
and feast was held in a grove near 
the well and the country people for 
miles around were mentally specu-

Before de- 
nrtiag for their home many of the 
teopto removed their buggy wheels 
nd greased the spindles with the oil 
thrown out by the force of the shot.

the hope that it may afford a solu- 
tion of the problem which now faces 
them, of carrying people on short 
hauls as the interurban lines can do, 
without tbe impracticable feature of 
tbe trolley wire over the steam rail- 
road track.
